ſtrong place unto his Maieſty. Here were found great ſtore and rakes. 
of Ordnance, and a vronderfull plenty of viftuals, provifiors 
ad Ammunition of all kings. . : 

Entrance being: thus happily gained ito .Frarconia in the 
end of September, the fame of the King; taking, ſo principall 
and ſtrong a Fort, ſtrake ſuch a terror into the Country there- 
dauts; that the Cathalike Commiſioners now aflembled at the 
L Dice of F rank ford on the Lame , with all ſpeede forſake the 
t Pace; without ſtaying to diſpatch any, of the Emperors or C4-

His Majeſty having by this time ſhipt his carriages downe 
the Mays, anddevided his forces on eitherbanke of it (him- 
ſelfe in perſon marching on the Southern ſide) comes all alone 
inthis manner.

did :. having his whole head there ſtrucken off, for the 
fault committed onely by his eares ; which had, indeed, beere 
too credulous in a truſt of ſo much conſequence.

Leagners, The potenteſt mediators (and indeedthe earneſteſt) 
were the two French Ambaſſadors; one of which (Charnace ) 
was reported to have ſpoken in ſome high language unto the 
King: and to have mentioned the greatneſſe and power of his 
Maſter and the Army that he had now on foote.

the King was ſaid to have returned as couragious an anſwer:.

the Ambaſſadors ſhould have obie&edimto the King, his 
breach of the league betwixt his Maſter and Him; namely, by

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the French ſide; inhis failing of ſome payments agreedupan; 
But whereas (ayes the King) two Armies will never agree 
well together in Germayy ; better therefore it were, thathis 
Maieſty of France wonldbe pleaſed to turne his Armes againſt 
the Spaniards, ſomewhereelfe : and leave the corre&ionof 
what is amiſſe in the Empire unto my ſelf .

Take comfort therefore, 
give God thanks, and pray ynto him, that the promiſe maybe 
ſeconded by the performance; and that this heauy puniſhment 
now lying upon us, may thereby be remooned. Your carein 
the meane time it muſt alſo be, that thoſe daily inſolencies and 
perſecutions committed upon us by the Sparrards, may forthe 
time to come be reſolutely put by , and their yoke ſhaken of 
effecually. For this purpoſe ſhall you cauſe this Newtrality 
inall places to be proclaimed: after whichif any notwithſtan- 
Ging ſhall perſecute us (as inthe dioceſe of Herr it hath 
hapned: ) or if upon occaſion and pretence of Spani/haſliſtance, 
our Archbiſhoprick ſhould fall into the hands of the Swe- 
a: Our (clues ſhall remaine guiltleſſe of the matter; and the 
occaſioners ſhall be bound to anſwer for the ſame, unto God,

Guſtavus Horn ſends five 
Cornets of Horſe , and two Enfignes of Foote , to demand 
upthe City of Bamberg , the chiefe Towne of the Biſho- 
prick, thoughnot the ſtrongeſt. Tis ſeated upon the North- 
aſterly banke of the Hain, over which it hath abridge. 
The Citizens being guilty of the weakeneſſe of the place, 
andthe day before forſaken by their garriſon, begin to en- 
ter into capitulation with the Swea:/, abſolutely agreeing 
to yeeld up their Towne unto them. Tuſt whileſt this was 
a doing, five hundred Boores of the Traine-bands of Cronach 
and thereabouts , thruſting themſelues on the contrary ſide 
into the Towne , fall preſently aboord with the Sweasſp, 
lying luſtily at them to beate them out againe, The Townef= 
men perceiving this, they ſtrike in with their Boores like- 
wiſe : and whereas there were ſome more of the Sweaiſ, by 
this time come before the wals;they ſhut to their gates againſt 
them, with Cannon and Musket ſhot letting fiy amaine a- 
mongſt them. This continued untill midnight ; by which 
time the Swea;/b Horſe within , beginning to prove too hard 
for the Bcores ; and thoſe without , now alſo breaking in, 
terribly affrighted the perfidious Townſmen with a feare of 
having their throates cut, every Mothers ſonne of them. 


Swediſh being indifferently appeaſed by the pillage of their 
houſes, ſcorne in cold blood to meddle with a Citizen. 
Thus fatall hath it beene , to thoſe of this City and Biſhop- 
ricke ; to breake their faiths nato the King of Swedes, 
Newes of all this is ſent immediately unto Guſtavus Horn 
at

Ernefins. The Country herenpon to avoid plundering, ſnd 


to Bamberg to maketheir agreement ; out of whom, one gr 


other , Guftavns Horn drew a preſent ranſome of 400000 
Rix dollars. 

February-fill-dike (as if he fearcd to loſc hisgood name) 
bean now ſo naturally to play his part ; and the ſeaſon here. 
upon proved fo rainy ; that Horn was not able , (eſpecially 
with his Cannon and Carriages ) to ſtirreany where abroad 
ito the Country. The chiefe ſervice he could doe, was this, 
that his Horſe upon a faire day now and then, fell out againſt 
thoſe of Forcheim. This one accident, hindered the Kino 
of Sweden,of finiſhing the conqueſt of the Biſhopricke of 
Bamberg. 

The Biſhop hearing of the taking of this Towne flees 
with all ſpeed towards the »pper Palatinate, February 3. he 
went to Vs/ech; the next day to eAmberg : and inthe endof 
the moneth,unto Ratz2bone, and ſointo Bavaria. It was his 
chance upon the way , to mezt with Lieftenant-Generll 
Cratz.and the Count of Szl/rz; who with 3000 men, and 
ſome pieces of Ordnance , were come from © 4mberg and 
Widen , to relieve Forcheim : which they had heard (bur 
falſely) to be beſieged. They were already advanc't as farre 
as eAverbach and beyond it; within ſome thirty Engliſh 
miles, or lefſe, of Forcheims. Here underſtanding by the Bi- 
ſhop, that Gu5tavms Horn was too ſtrong for fo ſmall a 
number ; they retire their forces backe againe unto eAver- 
bach. This was upon the third of February : which very day 
the Biſhop went forward unto Vil/ech, ſixe Engliſh milesbe- 
yond Averbach. | | 

Guſtavus Horn was faine to containe himſelfe within Bam- 
berg all the rainy ſeaſon : ableto doe no other ſervice,but to 
fortifie the Townealittle; which was not indeed robe made 
fenſible. No iniury at all did heunto the Clergy of Bamber: 
except this might be miſtaken foran offence; To have endea-

 Wiche. you, to acquaint you with my deſires : and earneſtly with 
torequire you, that you keepeyour ſclfe ina continual read: 
neſſe, and ſtand-ppon your guard with your whole army, 
the beſt mannerthat you can. We cannot yet learne, whic 


way the enemy is likely to turnehis Armes; he may pau

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make towards you : for which reaſon I could adyiſe you, 
that for your better fafetie and ſecuritie, you would haſten to 
joyne your {ele unto thoſe troopes of ours which are already 
in Heſſen ; and altogether to afſault the Lardtgraves forces, 
as lively as poſſibly you can.

Hence goes he onwards into the Dukedome of Bruy/- 
wicke, unto Halberſtat : which is full foureſcore Engh/h miles 
from theplace of the late Satte/.Here finds he 18 troops of his 
owne horſe, which had beene gotten thither before him.

Perceiving himſelfenot yet ſafe enough hereabouts, for 
that ſome of the Swedi/> Horſe were even now skowring the 
coaſt np and downe, evenupon the frontiers of this Brarſ- 
wick-land and Mapdenburg ; ſo nettled he was at the newes 
of it; that even old and wounded though he were, yet upon 
Tueſday, Septemb.1 3. (the ſixth day after the battell) away 


from Halberſtat he ſpeeds for life, The(new ) Adminiſtrator of 
: O 2 Halberſtat, 
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Halber$tat, Tohn Reinhard Metternich , he takes away with 
him ; and allthe Souldiors of the neighbour garriſons. 

Thence ſcapes he to Oſterwick, foure leagues further : and 

ſo along in the Biſhopricke of Hildeſheim. Bending here 1 
little more ſoutherly ; unto Afelat (tenne or eleven leagues 
further) he comes, upon Satterday Septemb. 15, juſt tenne 
dayes after the barrel, In which time, (allowing him the 
neereſt way, andby alinetoo) he had gone full ſeven ſcore 
Engliſh miles of ground. The reliques of hisarmy had runne 
as faſt as he too ; ſo that well might it be called a fying march, 
But to make it more poſſible to beleeve ; namely, that his 
Foote ſhould have gotten thus farre in this ſhort time ; you 
are to take notice, that they had beene well lightned of their 
Armes and Luggage : ſothathither they recovered, all light 
and unarmed. 

Being. here out of Gun-ſhot, he now makes his ſecond 
ſay, for the gathering up of more remaines of his army, 
Hence after a while ſloaping a little tothe South-Weſt, to 
Huxter he goes in the Biſhopricke of Corbey in Weſtphalia: 
whither he recovered, Septemb. 25 : having firitlaid a bridge 
over the faire River of Feſer, for the paſſage of his people, 
Here begins he to forme an Army againe ; to augment which, 
he hath a re-enforcement of 3000 Foote, and 2000 Horſe 
(as ſome write) out of the dioceſle of Culen: which might 
indeed eaſily enough come up to him thorow the County of 
Waldech, Herealfo he recruits his old ſhatterd Regiments 


with ſome few levyes; and hither from Hamelen (a Towne 


ſome ſixe leagues to the Northward of Hxter ; and on the 
fame ſide of the Weſer) came there twelve peeces of Can- 
non, and ſuch other neceſſaryes of warre, as that Magazine 
afforded. All theſe hee had before ſent for, to meete him 
there.

From which Towne the King ſending the Army before, 
March the fourth, himſelfe ſet forward the next day,together 
with the King of Bohemna, Prince eAngnuftus of Sulrzbach, - 
8c. March 6. the Army encamps a mile beyond Franckford, = 
Thence by Steinheim, to eAjchaffenburg, where they paſlc 
| the Mayn : and whence March 7. in the morning they 
Fre way thar parted. That day went his Majeſty before the Army thorow 

>> King rooke, the Speſhart foreſt, unto Lohr, thirty E:g//þ miles from e4(- 
| Chaffenburg, Here he ſtaid all the next day too ; going the 
next ( Thurſday ) morning backe againe up the Spear? 
Hill, to meete his Army : who that night marcht up to 
Lohr alſo. 


Fryday, March 9, the Army before day brake up, and 
marcht 
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. 
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marcht to Weyenfelt on the Mayn; aleague to the North of 
Cariftat. This day came in thirty fixe troopes of horſe of the 


Duke of Saxon W eymatrs. Within aday or two, comes the. 


Generall Zameralſo ; whoſe way out of eMagdenburg, was 
thorough Mansfelt, 1/eleben, and Sangerhanſen : and fo 
by Erfurt thorough the Darkoas , Into Franconia, 
Next day, March 10, their Majeſtics of Swedenand Bohemia, 
going tenne miles further to the North-Eaſt; come to eAr- 


flein to meet with Guftavus Hory: who next day comes from 


about Schweinfurt and Gelterſheim, wnto them at Tettelbach, 
tenne miles further, Thence went the King onwards with 
three Brigades of the Army, unto Kitzing ; and Colonell 
Hepburn with other two, unto Oxenfurt ; Foure Engliſh 
miles from Kitzimg, This was upon Munday, Ma: ch, 12. 
March 15. Guſkavus Horn went before with the Vant- 
gard to Yinſhaim, twelve or thirteene Eng/;b miles fur- 
ther : whom the King and Generall Bamer, the next day 
followed. Here at W/:nſhain, allthe three armyes of the King, 
GnStauns Horn, and Sir John Baxier ; together with the new 
levyed Regiments drawne ont of Franconia, were put toge- 
ther and muſtered : which all together made not above 
14000 Foote. The Horſe werethought to be ſome 120 Cor- 
nets : but they being advanced towards Norimberg before, 
and in ſeverall places now diſperſed (becauſe of the enemy ) 
were not at this time drawne together, Theſe might per- 
chance be ſome 10000 or 11000 men beſides , ſo that all to- 
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gether , might make up an army of twentyfoure or 25000 Hoy tron 


[trong, and no more : which is farre ſhort of 45000, as Kingmar 
was given out every where, From W:#ſhatm the King went *Þ- 


direaly Southwardto D unke{ſpicl,about thirty Eng/iſs miles 
further : his intent being to follow Tilly into Bavaria ; 


whither at firſt it was beleeved he would have gone. This 


was, March 19. But finding now that T/h retreated from 
him towards the Ypper Palatinate ; the King turnes faces a- 


| bout to the right, and marches directly towards Norim- 


berg, 
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For the Generall Tilly , having hitherto ſtayed him{alfs 
about Hasfurt inthe Bithoprick of Bamberg ; (all thetime 
namely that Guſtav Horn was about Schweinfurt and Get. 
terſhams) now underſtanding the King of Sweden to be com. 
ming againſt him ; and finding himſelfe too weake to abide 
the encounter with him that had before beaten him ; he pre. 
ſently thereupon remooves himſelfe towards the other part 
of his army in the Vpper Palatinate, Vpon Munday, March 
12, he callsa Councell of warre at Hasfart : the fame day re. 
mooving with his army unto Bamberg. His Quarter-maſter- 
Generall being diſpatched with dire&ions unto Cratz, inthe 
Upper Palatinate : was ſlaine by ſome Swedi/ Horſemen be. 
twixt Norimberg and Lasff; and his letters ſent unto the King, 
Tueſday, March 13. Tilly gozs forward as farre as Forcheny, 
(16 Engliſh miles from Bamberg ) where all his forces jn 
thoſe quarters mct with him, Drawivg out all the ſouldiers, 
and leaving the Biſhopricke to ſhift for it ſelfe ; he upon 
Thurſday , March 15 goes to Erlaug , mid-way betwixt 
Forchetm and Norimberg : where he that night makes ſhow 
of his army in full Battaglia. Thence marches he to Norim- 
berg, where in the Emperors name and his owne , he deſires 
of courteſie to be furniſht with ſome proviſions, Colonel 
Gallas, Colonel Holck; and ſome Horſe of Don Balthaſars, 


| had he before ſent for out of the hether parts of Bohemna; 


where they as then waited upon the Saxons. Theſe came to 
Cratz firſt, by the way of Amberg ; whence they all together 
went by.Weydhanſen and Averbach to meete with Ty , at 
his entrance into the Ypper Palatinate: into which T ly picr- 
ced farther {till and farther , after that Norimberg had this (e- 
cond time denied him, Thoſe forces of his, that had hitherto 
laine about N ordlingen and Donawert; came now allo tos 
wards him as farre as Hochſtat ; he likewiſe drawing towards 
them, by Laxff, «Altorff, and Newmarckt : whereabours hee 
ſtayed and fortified, expe&ting there the Kings motions. 
This was about March 18, or 1 9. And this middle part of the 
Palatinate,was the beſt guard that Ti/y,could lic at: for thopl 
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the King have deſired to have marcht into Boh:wia , ther 
was he right in his way to ſtop him : and if into Bavariathen 

The King being at D #»ke{þiel (or Dinkelpuhel) was then 
within 30 Engliſh miles of Donawert; and might without op- 
poſition have marched thither,whither he made ſo much haſte 
within a few dayes after, It may ſeeme ſomething ſtrange, Why Tily wen 
that T3/ly marcht not thither before him, But this was B 4. [9% *®e Palau 
variaes policy ; who had newly ſent a command unto him, hy 
that he ſhould by no meanes retire into Bavaria, for feare of if 
drawing the King of Sweden in thither after him : and of lay- X 
ing the field of warre in his country, which he had rather 
ſhould be in the Prince Pa/atzzes Dominions. By this device, 
thought Bavaria both to ſave his owne country, and to force 
the King of Sweden to ſpoyle the Palatinate; which he 
would beglad enough to ſee ruinated.. Therefore did Ti/hy 
play thus like the Lapwing , to draw the King from his 
ownneſk, 

His Maieſty now perceiving , which way Tt retired 
from him ; alters his march (as hath beene faid) and faces a- 
bout direAly towards Norimberg. From Dunkelſpiel there-  _,. || 
fore marches heunto Fre ; a pretty towne ſome 3 Engliſh campes by | 
milesto the Weſt of Norinberg,where,upon Tueſday,March Norimberg 
20 hearrived,and encamped. That night was his Maieſty ex- 
peſted to have comne into Noerimberg : out of which City 
when multitudes of people came flocking to his Leaguer, 

Then fayes the King (laughing ) I perceive I muſt needes ſee 
Norimberg, This City is one of the greateſt and richeſt of 
Germany ; and the chiefeſt Paſſe of all thoſe countries. It 
had condiſcended unto the King, when he moſt ſtood in need 
of it ; twice oppoſed and denyed Ti/ly, fince that: and there- 
fore they might well expe&, the King ſhould honourthem 
with his preſence. He made his entrance into 1t, about 10 in 
the forenoone, March 21, The moming was obſerved to be 
rainy and lowring ; but no ſooner were the 2 Kings feete ſet 
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it : which divers tooke notice of, as a cheerefull preſage of 
more halcyon dayes a commung. [ need not tell, how welcome 
his Maieſty of Sweden was; how ſolemnely received,or how 
nobly he behaved himſelfe againe. The King of Bohemiaes 
perſon likewiſe, was as much deſired to beſeene, by his own 
Sabie&s of the. Ypper Palatinate , next neighbours unto Ny. | 
rimberg : whoſe gracious deportment tinto them againe, 1 
muſt here alſo paſſe over. The King of Sweders firſt comple. * 


towards his ſervice; and to thanke them for their bountifall 
entertainement of his Fie/d-Marſhall Horn. At table, his Ma. 
teſty fed, (like a ſonldier) upon the ſubſtantialleſt and plaineſt 
meatesonely ; ſcarce touching a bit of any of the rarities, or 
forced diſhes. After dinner, gave he audience unto ſome Pre. 
teftant Lords of 4Ausbarg,comne thither to him from thoſe of 
the Re/:gion of that City : who preſented him with 2 faire 
horſes. After that, followed the Norimberpers preſents: which 
were, foure very great Peeces of brafſe Ordnance, with their 
furniture. Two Globes of the world 5 areafonable bigneſſe,all 
of ſilyer ; and filled, one with new Dwcates; and theother 
with new Gold-Gilders: together with ſixe wagons of Oates, 
Fiſh, and Wine : which (in leſſer quantities) 1s the ordinary 
and generall preſent of Germany unto Princes and Ambaſſe- 
dors, With theſe Preſents, there is (of courſe) an Oration ever 
preſented : unto which of the Townes, the King (who 1s 
an excellent Speaker ) preſently retarned this following 
anſwer. ater 
Idoe graciouſly accept of, and thanke you for this Pre- 
ſent, but withall I doe aflure you, That the molt acceptable 
gift you can beſtow -npon-me, is your conſtancy for the Evar- 
 gelincall and commoncauſe, From which I here pray you, that 
- you never ſuffer your ſelves to be withdrawne ; and that ycu 
neither yeeld unto feare or hope, neither to faire promiſes, 
nor ficrce threatnings; neither to pleaſure, nor to vanities; nor 
yet to any other particularpaſſion or aftetion , whichma 


areuſually ſubie&t unto: or by which they are wrought 2

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and per{waded:and in theſe dangerous times efpecially,where 
«HM ammon the Prince of this World fo much domineereth. 


With-ſtand you therefore, all avarice, and love of riche::

ten, they will doe their very uttermoſt, to entangle you n

this worke : for ſooner ſhould T have thought the laſt Tudge.

mine own Dominions , good ſubic&s, and whatſoever elſe 
is loving and deare unto me; and to bring along with me 
many brave Worthies to expoſe their lives, as I doe mine, for 
the reſtitution, ſafety, and preſervation of the common Evar. 
geleacall cauſe,and theliberttie of Germany.With this purpoſe 
I doe intend (God willing) to goe on, and to doc whatſoe- 
ver ſhall lye in my power,and as God by his ſpecnal grace ſhall 
condu& and enable me, both for you and all the reft of our 
friends : and I will, Ileafſureyou, both keep2 and perform:

His Mateſty getting intelligence the fame afternoone, of 
Tillyes ſmking deeper ſtill and deeper into the Palarinare ; 
with a purpoſe ever as the King came neerer unto him, to 
hitch further ſtill and further towards Wallenftein (who was 
then heard of upon the Frontiers of Bohemia and the ſaid Pa/a. 
zinate) the King upon theſe and ſuch other rcafons follow- 
ing, quite againe alters his former reſolution for the further 
purſuing of him,

It would kill the very hearts of the Bavarians, to ſeean 
enemy in their owne Country. For tis commonly ſeene, that 
people who arc valorous enough abroad, and ro keepe out 
the warre ; are danted andamazed to ce 1t brought home un- 
to them. The firing of the beacons (whereany are) or therin-

his Fort, already begun upon the hill before Donawerz, Lea- 
ving therefore three hundred men under Colonel Sperrenter 
inthe towne ; hee marches with the Army direMy the ſame 
dy unto Donawert : where, according to his intelligence, he 
finds the already begun Skonce but halte perfeed. 

This continued expedition of his in the march, was of ſuch 
conſequence ; that had he but ſtayed three dayeslonger,whileſt 
that Fort had beene made defenſible ; he might have beene en- 
forced to have marcht abour as farre as Y/m for his paflage : 
where he hadall this - ime tmagined that he muſt indeed have 
paſſed over the Daxnxby. And thus if any Army were ever 
ſaid to have runne poſt , this of the Kings now did: even all 
the way from /Mentz.unto Donawert, = 

March 26 in the morning, His Majeſty takes intherowne 


and cloyſter of Kaiſhaim, foure Engliſh miles ſhort of Do- 
nawert : unto which Citie he the ſame night marched.

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Dayawert hath ſometimes beene an Imperial trowne, though 
now at the Kings comming, in poſſeſſion of the Duke of B;.. 
varia; to whom it.came by the occaſion of its having beene 
proſcribed of late yeeres , by the Emperour Roaplp/us, Tt js 
ſeatedin the Circle of Schwabes, upon the Northern banke cf 
the famous River of the Danuby or the Danow : which gives 
thename to it, This towne, and the bridge it hath over the 
Dannby, are the Key and Paſſe into that part of Schwab/ay4 
beyond the River, firſt; and thorow that into Bavaria, by 
the river Lech. There were ſome 1200 Foot, 5 00 Horſe, and 
5.00 of the Bavarian trayn'd Bands , at this time within the 
Citic ; the valiant Rodulph Maximilian Duke of Savoy. 
Lawenburg, (who had reskued Tilly at the Battellof Leipfich ) 
being their Govemour. 

The before-ſpoken of, now a building Fort ; wasnpon 
the top of a little hill , on the Northwelt fidz of the towne. 
Thehill reached from the very walles of the Towne, unto the 
Dansby : the Fort it ſelfe being betwixt the towne and river; 
and within Musket ſhot of either. It was not as yetableto 
doe the Kings folke any annoyance ; it had no batteries finiſh- 
ed: by it therefore did the King thinke fitteſt to approach, 
On thebottom of the hill, cloſe to the rivers fide, was therea 
handſome Suburb, and thorow it, a Port into the Towne, 
In this Suburb, the King about nine a clocke in the morning, 
March 26, fr{t of all cauſes 500 good Muskettiers tobe lod- 
ged. Hisnext worke was, on the fame fide of the hill, to 
raiſe upa Battery , and to mount twenty,Pecces of Ordnance 
upon it : from whence he ſo Ranckered the bridge, both 
with his Cannon and 500 Muskettiers ; that the ſame men 
wereablebothto annoy the Towne, and to diſturbe all paſſage 
over the ſaid bridge, inwardand outward, The Kings ſmall 
and great ſhot, continue playing all this wholeday after, up- 
on thePort, thebridge, anda great Storchouſe likewiſe on 
the ſide towards Bavaria ; in whichthere were two troopes 
of horſe, and ſome Foote ofthe Ti/zans lodged, About nine 
at night the King beginning to perceive, that OY «

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flancker the bridge on the other ſide of the Towne alſo, he 


might utterly cut off by that meanes, both their reliefe and 
retreate ; he inſtantly, to this purpoſe, ſends Colonell Hebroy 
with his Brigade, round about the Towne over Harburg

Towne ; where having a little after midnight, ſilently diſ-

out at the Weſtern Port, but he muſt of neceſſity fall under 


his advantages. Thoſe within the Towne, now perceiving 


(to their terror) that they were neither able to reſiſt the 
King, nor to ſtay the expeRation of reliefe ; thought a little 
before breake of day, to have under favour of the darkeneſſe 
marcht out of the Towne over the bridge, into that part -of 
Schwabenland towards Bavaria. This defigne of theirs, was 
hindered by Colonell Hebrov ; who now flanckering the 
bridge much neerer then the King on his fide did, gave them 
ſuch uneaſie paſſage : thatthough Sexo Lawenbarg and ſome 
few with himgot ſafely over, yet the reſt that would have 
followed, were by thoſe volleyes ſo cut downe ; that their 
dead bodyes even covered the moſt part of the bridge; and 
foulely encumbredthe whole paſlage of it. The reſt yet with- 
in, ſeeing their retreate that way to be cut off; made a alley 
out at the Weſt Port, upon Hebrox : and wereto their loſte 
repulſed. | | 

The King thundered all this while upon the other Port 


{ withhis Cannon ; andthey within, ſtill fearing his entrance 


that way ; were reſolved once againe to venture the forcing 
of their paſſage thorow Hebron; who they knew to be the 


weaker. Boldly fallying thereupon, they were by Hebrons 


Brigade ſo courageouſly the ſecond time entertained : that 
betwixt three and 400 of them being cut downe, and 400

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taken priſoners : Hebyoy in the height of this heate, at the 
ſame timeenters that Weſtern Port alſo. There were of Ex. 
hf Voluntiers that waited npon Colonell Hepburn in this 
ation(and with the formeſt) my Lord Craves , Maſter N;. 
cholas Slanning, and Maſter Robert Marſpam. 

Sir John Hepburn wy {ay gotten in, and having firſt qt 
in pieces all reſiſtance; his ſouldiours fall immediately tg 
plundering : where many a gold chaine, with much other 
plate and treaſure of the enemyes, were made prize of : they 


| having wanted leiſure before, for the conveighing away of 


their riches. 

By this time, wasthe King likewiſe entered at his Port; 
who immediately gives command, that none of the Burgers 
houſes ſhould any more be plundered, (which ſome of the 
Souldiors had already begun to doe) onely what they could 
find of the Bavarian Souldiours, ſhould be lawfull booty, 
after a while being quieted, the King ſendeth for 
Sir John Hepburn ; unto whom, beforethe King of Bohemia, 
the Palatine Anguft, and divers other great perſonages, he 
aſcribes the honour ef this ation : as being the man who had 
firſt connſelled him, that he might be ſent about by Harbary 
bridge ; and for having had ſo good ſucceſſe, with fo littl: 
lofles. The Count of Solms his Foote Regiment, was put 
into the Towne for garriſon ; and Colonell Schneidewin left 
Governor. Order was alſo taken for rhe free exerciſe of 
the Prozeſtant Religion, tobereſtored in the Towne the Eaſter 
following. 

Donawert being thus taken upon the 27 of March ; (which 
for all the dayes in the yeere was the Duke of Bavariaes Birth- 
day ) about tenne aclocke, the ſame morning, are there 500 
| ners firſt, and twelve Cornets of Horſe after them, 
ſentout with all ſpecedto purtue thoſe of the enemyes troopes, 
that betweene five and ſixe in the moming had eſcaped over

From this 
towne, Vim, and Lawingen, was the Kings campe fo long 
ſupplyed with Proviſions, untill their entrance into Bavay;q, 
A little after this time , was the ſaid Lawingen taken by thy 
Swediſh forces , that lay about Ulm. Tt is ſeated in amo 
fruitfull plaine, having the D az#by on the South, with a bridgs 
over that: and belonged unto the (aid Wolfgang William , the 
eldeſt Duke of Newbarg, And thus was he begun withall for 
having ſbewed himſelfe an enemy, by relieving of the Impe. 
raliſts, after he had treated a Nemrrality. 

March 30 hath the Generall Banter, a great mind to take jy 
Newbarg alſo : for which purpoſe is therea ſtrong Partee of 
Commanded men drawne out of the whole army : one Rett 
being taken out of every Company, They might make about 
3000 Foote, and 1000 Horſe; and were divided into eight 
troopes. All theſe marching away upon the Northeſide of 
the river, (the towne ſtanding on the South, ) find the place 
too ſtrong to be in ſo ſhorta time ſurpriſed. Generall Baniey, 
upon hope of prevailing by the terror of the King of Swedens 
name, direds his letters into the Towne : which not taking, 
he was faine to turne backeagaine into his Quarter. The King 
was ſomething pleaſant with his Generall, for having loſt his 
paines: andaskt him, if he thought to take in the towne bya 
Skarvy letter ? The towne was voluntarily afterwards forks 
kenby the Tilhaxs, after the Kings victory at the Lech. Had 
Banier at this time taken in the towne: the King by that bridge 
had gotteninto Bavaria. 

The Generall 7:/y, (whom about the 18 or 19 of March 
we left about Newmarcke in the Upper Palatinate) having 
notice of the Kings making towards Bavaria; was by this 


' time come by the way of ngo/#at bridge,into the ſaid Duchy 


of Bavaria, By the beginning of Aprill, hath the Kingdrawn |

This Rain he fortifies ; and the better to keepe the 
King from paſſing any where over the Lech, he layes his army 
all along upon the Bavarian ſhore of it, betwixt Rain & Ans- 
burg. Thelength it reacht, was neereupon, if notaltogether, 
fixteene Engli/b miles. Not that his Army wasthen ſo bigge, 
as in one continued body to reach ont ſixteene miles together; 
but that ſeverall Companies and Regiments , were layd here and 
there ſcatteringly at a diſtance ; with ſome Guards and Sen- 
tinelsnoiv and then betweene, all the way from Rars unto 
eAusburg, 

The King perceiving , how Tiles maineintention was to 
keepe him out of Bavarta;ſees no better means how to get in- 
to itthen by forcing abridge overthe Lech aforeſaid. To find: 
out the moſt aduantageous place for that purpoſe, and in the 
providing of neceſſaryes for the bridge, are the firſt fonre 
dayes of Aprill employed. In the meane time, comes Duke 
Wiliam of Saxon-Weymar from about Erfurt m Duringen, 
with thoſe 10000 Foote, and 1500 Horſe, which hee 
ſhould before have joyned with Guſtavus Horn in Bamberg.

Aboyy 
which time,the Generall Altringer with the ſhot of a Field- 
peece (whichgraſed npon his temples) was ſpoyledand car. 
ryed off in the Duke of Bavariaes owne Coach. Whether 
hee dyed of the blow, ſhortly after , was not a great while 
known in theſe parts: though now itbe ſure he ts indifferently 
well recovered, and with Walenſteiv. Some ay, that hee be. 
came crazed in the braine npon it: for mine owne pare, 1 
wonkd beloth it ſhould be fo : for then haththat ſhot, ſpoy. 
led one of the beſt Head-peeces of Germany, one of the neg. 
teſt Schollers of the Empire. | 

The Bavarian Captaines found this ſo hot a ſervice; that 
Tilly himſelfe was enforced to come up to the point, and into 
the very face of thedanger, to give dire&tions: where with- 
in halfe an houre after A/trmgers miſ-chance ; healſo received 
a Musket ſhot in the thigh alittle above the knee, which proc- 
veda mortall wound unto him. This fatall accident of this 
brave old Generall, did ſo amaze, not the Common ſouldi- 


- oursalone, but the Duke of Bavaria himſelfe alſo; (who 


now ſtaid behind in the groave with the Infantery :) that fo 
ſoone as ever the fad newes was brought unto him, not- 
withſtanding he were Generalsſſimo Over the whole Forces; 
yethe inſtantly tooke horſe upon it, potted with all ſpeed 
into [ngo/ftat ; not ſtaying ſo much as to give order, either 
for the continuing of the begun deſigne, or for the marching 
away of the army. 

Tilly being carryed off, and the Duke gone: the after- 
noone is ſpent onthe Kings ſide, as the forenoone had beene; 
which was with unceſfant thunders and volleyes of ſmall 


; and grent ſhot. Among the Bavarians, thoſe that under- 
ſtoo 


of the ſpoyling of their two Generalls,and the flight of 

the Duke, by degreesand diſorder, they one after another 
retreated from their Charge : whileſt others that knerw not 
of it, ſtoutly maintained the encounter. Little dreamt the 
King of it all this while ; whoſe men {till continue _ 
working.

This done, the Kings owne Company of his Life-gards is 
ſent over the bridge, for the manning of the Halfe-moone ; 
for fearethe enemy ſhould have fallen upon ir. In the begin- 
ning of the night, other of the Bavarian begin to retire, and 
to draw off their Ordnance ; and that in ſuch haſte, that the 
forgot to command off their O#t-guards, which lay all along 
upon the ſide of the River. 

The next morning, the King ſends over a Partee of ſome 


thirty Scottiſh Muskettiers commanded by Captaine Forbes, 


to ſee what the Bavarians were doing in the Wood; for 
that he had lately heard no more of thein, Here could Forbes 
findbut two Her/e-Sentryes upon the edge of the Wood ; 
whom he tooke priſoners : who when they were brought 
untothe King, proteſted that they were ignorant of the re- 
treate of the reſt of their fellowes. 

But to returne a little backe. The King not knowing of 
Tillzes wounding, or the Dukes fleeing ; durſt not adyenture 
that evening to put his forces over the bridge : but ſpends the 
reſt of thenight in drawing up his army before it. This be- 
ing done, order is given unto the Infantery or foote, to 


march over in the firſt place : and of all them Sir John Hep- 


burawith his Brigade was to have the honor of the Vanr- 
guard ; The King underſtanding by Forbes of this great and 
unhoped for newes ; he alters therenpon all his former inten-

For when the day before, he asked the advice of his a- 
bleſt Genezalls ; and they, notwithſtanding they faw him ſo 
farre already engaged 1n theation, as he could not come off 
with his honor ; had freely (all of them) profeſſed their utter 


that he continued againſt all their reaſons, conſtant unto his 
owne purpoſe, Yea, there appcares not onely a more then 
humane direfion, but a benediftion alſo, inthe cafineſſe of the 
attaining of the paſſage : which very much exceed:d all the 
Kings owne hopes of it. For when the day before he percei- 
ved Tilly to :egin to worke againſt him ; he apprehended fo 
much danger in his owne deſigne, that ſhould he looſe but 
3000 men in winning of his paſſage, he ſhould thinke (as 
he confeſſed) that he had made a thrifty purchaſe of his en- 
trance into Bavaria.

finiſhed. That worke I meane, which is before mentioned in 


the wood. And yet would thre have falne out another diff. 
cultie, which the King could never till then come to know of 
Thus. Suppoſe he had peaceably paſſed the bridge; 8& Tully had 
let him doe it without diſturbance : yet would not the place, 
(heebeing over) have ſuffered him to have charged the Ba 
varians, with above two Brigades in front ; and that, by rea-

The King being encamped at Lechanuſen , firſt of all 
beates in their Omt-guards , which thoſe of Ausbrrg had laid 
thereabouts. They thereupon burne downe their bridge be- 
fore Lechazſen ; raiſeup a worke to keepe the King fromcom- 
ming over there, and ſhoote inceſſantly at his people. He 
ſending out ſome Dragooners to anſwer, and beate them off; 
pitches his campe immediately in the plaine Campagria, at 


| ſuchadiſtance from the wals of the City of Azsbwrg,asa Can- 


non might even almoſt range her bullet at randometo it. The 
reſt of the day, and the Munday following ; the King labours 
about the laying of 2 bridges over the Lech : oneabove the 
Towne, andanother below it.

The King excecding loth to deface 
this faire Towne, which his care of jt hadrather receive up- 
on faire delivery, writes his Letters the ſame day unto ther, 
The Contents were, Anadmiration of His Majeſty at the 
Townes-mens behaviours in theſe Warres ; that whereas they 
needed not to have medAdled, yet had they ſundry times recei- 
vedin his cnemies, For which, althongh hee had juſt cauſe to 
requite them, by deſtroying them and their Citie; yergiving 
way unto his naturall clemency , (which tended alwayes to 
preſerve all he could from their owne deftraQtion) He there- 
fore did now make proffer untothem of his Grace, if ſo be 
they did preſently diſcharge their garriſon , and declare them- 
ſelves for his Majeſty. 

The Citizens anſwer was, They were extremely perplexed 
that His Majeſty had conceivedany offence, at their receiving 
a garriſon into their Citie : which they: proteſt to hauebeene 
done, not to oppoſe him, but that they had beene enforcedto 
itby their obedienceunto the Emperour. And had His Maj:- 
ſtie preuented that Imperiall command, and offzred thema 
Sweasſy garriſon firſt , they would neuer haue refuſed it. And 
whereas the licencing of their garriſoh , was a thing abouz 
their power : they hembly beſought His Majzſtie to make 
them ſome gracious offer , andaduiſe them to depart q 1etly.

Together with the Kings Letter, did Guſtav Hora (now 
come backe unto the Kings army) ſend this word unto the

the Proteftant Depnties, and the Guards of the City (which 
laſt were all Papsſts) to appeare before him. The Romane

| his Maieſty, that his ſaid Maſter Duke Alberts, had alwaies 
hitherto behaved himſelfe as aquiet Prince, having never been 
apartaker 1n all theſe differences, For which reaſon his ho 

now was , (which favour he alſo craved) that his Maieſty 
would ſpare his poore Children, SubieAsand Country;and not 
| trouble them with any military charges or moleſtations, To 
| allwhich the King replyed, That the King of Bohemiaes Mo- 
| ther and Brother had not beene ſpared, by the other party ; 
{ notwithſtanding they had no wayes engaged themſclues in 
{ theſe warres : buton the contrary, all their eſtates had with- 
out all juſtice and reaſon beene taken from them. The Gen- 
| tleman perceiving the Kings reſolution by his anſwer , re-

The ſhot tooke him abour the hinder skirt of the ſaddle; gc: Gig _ 
with the force of it turning both Horſe and King over and 
over. The King with this tumbling up and-downe , having 
onely hurt his leggea little; was quickly gouttenupon his feete 
avaine, The firſt word he ſpake after it to the Squire of his 
body that then waitedupon him, was, How couls' they poſſibly 
come to hit me? Ithought I had beene in covert. Mounting 
forthwith upon his Squires horſe, he comes ridiug off unto 
his Quarter. The ſame day the young Marqueſle Chriſtofer 
of Baden (otherwiſe called D#rlach) had halfe his head ſhot The Marquedl 
off, as he was commanding his troops cloſe by the ſame place, 9t Baden llaine 
where the Kings horſe was ſhot. Tuſt the ſame houre of the 
Marqueſſes death, dyed the Generall Tsly within the townee 7;x, 4;

The lateand unfortunate death of the Marqueſſe of Bades IM LO a] 
(whoſe fall Iam moſt heartily ſorry for , becauſe of thoſe .;. aww 
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rare vertues that were eminent in him , not unfit to be pub-= E 


liſhed tothe world )and that thundering Cannon ſhot Wek 
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doe put me in mind that I am but mortall, and ſubie& to the 
ſame miſchances, which the meaneſt of my ſubieRsareliable 
unto, It 1s anuniverſall decree, which neither my Crowne, 

my Birth, nor my ViRories, are any wayesable toreskue or 
exempt me from. What therefore now remaineth, but thar 
I wholly reſigne up my ſelfe unto the providence of the Al. 
mighty ? who though he may pleaſe to call me out of this 
world, yet will he not for all that, abandon this fo inſt a 
cauſe , as I have now undertaken for the re-eſtabliſhment of 
the Germane liberties, He, doubtleſſe, will raiſe up ſome o- 
ther more wiſe , more conragious and valiant then my felfe; 
who {hall put a period unto this warre. I know that the 
good {ucceſſe which it hath pleaſed God toaffoord me in my 
enterpriſes, hath made ſome to enuy me : who allo labourto 
perſwade the ſimple, that I endeavour nothing more then 
mine owne profit ; by the robbing and ſpoyling of others, 
But Tin this caſe call all thoſe Princes to witneſl2, whom 1

cauſes ſake, and upon Cratz his entreaty, (who had beene 
one of his Colonels laſt yeere in Pomerania) he might (as 
the King judged) be drawne to doe ſomething for Bavaria. 
His Majeſty thus mi{doubting the worſt ; eſteemes it not fit 
for his deſigne, to adventure one againſt two ; and reſolves 
withall to paſſe no further to the North or North-Eait at this 
tine.

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cauſed by the ſmoake of his owne Country. And yet out of 
a hope to ſec himſelfe once againe Maſter of this Palace , had 
hebeene ſo carefull to preſerve it, that he had ſent a com. 
mand unto his Chancellor to deliver it over , when-ever the 
King ſhould make towards it. The Deputies of the Towne 
likewiſe, had beene at Freiſing with the King, May 5th, and 
had made tender of 200000 Dollars for theyr ranſomse: 
which would not be accepted, Vpon Munday in the fore. 
noone, May 7*b, the King ſhewed himſelfe in faire Battagli, 
before it: although by thattime he were come within a D »ech 
mile : the Deputies had againe met him, and there preſenteg 
the towne keyes unto him, with a promiſe of 300000 Dol. 
lars, The chiefe condition which they requeſted was, that 
their garriſon might march out without diſturbance : which 
' was indeed in the Kings power to have hindered, his Horſe 
lying every whereup and downe inthe Country. The King 
enters the towne the ſame day ; accompanied by the King of 
Bohemia, Palatine Auguſt, and 3 of his Regiments, takingup 
his lodging in that ſumptuous Palace: the reſt of his Army be. 
iog enquartered in and aboutthe City. 

The next day, the King went to ſee the Magazine and Ar- 
mories ; where great ſtore of armes and ammunition were 
found, but no Ordnance : at which the King not a little won- 


dering ; eſpied by and by divers of the cargigges ; by which 
he gueſſed , as thetruth was , that the peaggg were buriedun- 
der-ground. Theſe dead ones (as he cald them) he cauſed the 


Boores with ropes and leavers, to raiſe up withonta miracle, 
There were 140 faire Pecces of brafſe Ocdnance ; and in one, 
30000 pieces of gold, ſaid to be found. Among the reſt, were 
12 eminent ones;by the Dukecalled the 12 e4poſtes: though 
ſurely the eApoſtles were never ſuch ſonnes of Thunder, Some 
peeces had the Palsgraves Armes upon them ; which called 
the King of Bohemia both to ſigh and ſmile, at the ſight© 

them. But the Kunſt-Cammer, or Chamber of Rarities,vvat 
thing thataffoorded moſt entertainment: where the beholders 
admured rather, then lookt upon, the incomparable varietics 
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and curiofities, both of Art and Narure, The Teſwites Church, 
was apiece of admiration alſo : and the Images among the 
reſt, made by Browſe that famous Artiſt ; together with the 
manufacures, and filver works of divers kinds. The King 
went into this Church, juſt when the Teſaxtes were at their 
eMaſſe: and the Father Reffor comming towardsthe King, 
his Majeſty entertained a diſcourſe in Latize with him, a- 
bout the Lords Supper, The King after this,calling the Citti- 


 zens together; askesthem whether they would hereafter fight 


againſt him, or pay the Contribution from time to time, 
that ſhould be impoſed upon them ? They much complaining 
of their Dukes avarice and former hardneſſe towards them, 
and eſpecially for his now forfaking of them; faintly pro- 
miſe, what they durſt not deny : wholly to ſubmit them- 
ſelves to his Majeſties good pleaſure, and to take oath unto 
him. 

On Wedneſday, May 9h. the King held a generall Mu- 
ſter before the City : himſclfe (to ſhew ſome content to the 
Bavarians) drilling and exerciſing his ſouldiors : teaching 
them eſpecially how to give a Charge or Salvee; ſome upon 
their knees, others behind them ſtooping forward ; and the 
hindmoſt ranke ſtanding upright, andall to give fire at once, 
the hinder man over his foremans ſhoulder. The next day, 
May-1oth, was Aſcenſion day : on which the King cauſed

Part of theſe, were ſome of Ofſſaes and the Arch-duke 
Leepolds (the Emperours brothers ) old Army ; part were 
brought by Harincoxrt from the Duke of Lorrayn; and part 
were come out of Italy by the Vat-Teline paſſage. The 
Boores of Bavaria, Schwaben, & T irole,were alſo up in Com- 
motion, and Offa was now become Head unto them. Oſſaes

vince or Circle of the Empire it is placed, the Geographer, 
and Mapp-makers themſelues doubt of. Some 24 £»glb miles 
it isto the North-Weſt of [»go/fat ; and in it, had the King 
left ſome forces : and by it, was the ſtrong Caſtle of 1s. 
barg , With a Tillian garriſon. Cratz now layes ſiege to Wei: 


ſenbury ; and the Swedes ſtand upon the reſiſtance : but more 


Gunns being brought out of i/sbarg Caſtle, and bent againſt 
them ; they parly and yeeld. What quarrell was pickt, I 
know not : be ſure it is, that the Swedes refuſing to 
turne to the Bavariaz party , had all their throates cnt. The 
Towne 1s alſo plundered , the chiefe Citizens and Preachers 
earried away priſoners,two Gates of the City burnt downeto 
the ground : and then newes being brought of the Kings com- 
ming; the Bavarians forſake all againe , and hye them backe 
mto [ngolSfat. : 

In this Izterim, had Duke Bernard of Saxon-Weymar (o 
well bchaved himſelfe;that in the purſuite of Oſſa,he had light 
upon one of his braveſt Regiments, (which he had put into

This letter became a buſh againſt the Spazi/>, which help- 
edthe Switzers to ſtop the gappe againſt them, thorow the 
Alps out of Italy. A Secretary is alſoabout this time ſentfrom 
the King, unto the faire and Imperiall City of Srrasbargupon 
the Rhine in eAl/atia: neerethe wals, and thorow the Turi(- 
diction whereof, Colonel Harinconrt had lately brought his 
Lorrayner:unto Ofſa. And this City now,after ſome delibera- 
ticn,is drawnealſo to the Kings party:and that muchupon the 
ſame'termes, whichthe great Cities of YIm and Noriwbery, 
had heretofore accorded with him. This was ſomething to- 
wards the ſecurity of the lower Palatinate alſo; on the hither- 
moſt ſide whereof, this Strarburglyeth ——

Cle * yet after the King of Sweaeys prevailing about theſe parts, 
VB they eftſoones recovered their former reſolutions. Of all theſe 
Cities, Vim upon the Danwby being the principall, the 49.

reſt; which way ſhe led, they followed. About the end of 
Aober 1631. 12 Tmperiall troopes comming that way out 
of Italy, deſired (imperioufly enough) to have a reliefe from 
this City , of 10 Dollars for every Horſeman, and 6 for 1 
Footeman : and when threatnings were added, the Vmers 
beat them out of their Territories into Leopo/ds Country, and 
made the Archduke keepe them, The King alittle after this, 
ſollicites them unto his party : and Colonell Rhelenger is pre.

them. He m his journey thither, lighting upon a Wagor-full 
of Monks and Fryers ; made them pay a ranſome of 40000 
Dollars.

Guntzpers, a faire towne 
upon the River Garez, betwixt Vimand Lawmges, is preſent- 
ly likewiſe taken. From this towne, a little after this, are $ 
troopes of Dragooners ſent from the Kings army over the 
bridge at Lawmgen; torutfile the Cloyſters in theneighbour 
Marquifate of Brgaw; to bring them under contribution: 
and to lye in waite for 5 00 Horſe of Oſſes, that were to come 
from Lindaw, At this Gunzzperg is there a faire Palace, of 
right belonging unto the Marqueſſes of Burgaw : though at 
this time the Archduke Leopo/d had invaded it. The lands of 
the Lords Fugoers, are now alſobrought under contribution.

Von Vim. The 500 Tulans who had beeneleft at Noralingen, 
about 3o miles to the North-Eaſt of Vim , preſently forfake 
the Towne : upon the newes, namely, of the Kings paſſing 
of the Lech, In the beginning of April, Sir Patrick Ruthven 
puts ſome of his ſouldiers into Memmungen + out of which, 
healittle after that expels the 7e/#:res : whom he found com- 
plotting with the Imperialiſts.

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Martherers, away from them, Preſently after which , ke 
ſends, and defeates Schwenaj (or Schweaden ) and his Boores 
(whichyhe being a Gentleman of the Country, had ſtirrd up ) 
and takes himſelfe priſoner. Having thus advanced fo farre 
tothe Southward , the Biſhop of Conſtaxce is glad to ſend 
to him to make his agreement. And thus isall the Country 
for the while, hee even to the gates of Lindaw and the 
Bodenſee , under the very Alps : which ſo continues, untill 
Offa (now gonethence to the Swerzers Dier of Laverne, to 
procure paſlage for the Spa-1ſh out of Italy, over the Gorthavt 
Alps) returnes about the beginning of May with his 7000 
men, and beſieges Bibrach, as we before told you. 
'Whether Colonell Sperrenuter,who tooke Daxkelpach and 
Elwang, on the Northiide of the Dan#by , were ſent byhim, 
or immediately from the King; I know not. After Slummer/- 
dorff had taken Laudſperg : the towne of Andelhaim , upon 
the river Monde, betwixt the Lech and the Darnby , almoſt 
right againſt Landſperg,made alſo her compoſition.

doe by waight of words, or by any tenor of verbill pro- 
teſtations, | 

Now then, having firſt invoked and called downe upon 
mee, the direfull wrath and juſt vengeance, both of God and 
man ; if in this ſerious buſineſſe, Teither faine or difſemble: 
I doe proteſt, that the moſt powerfull and ſoveraigne mo- 
tives, that have beene the cheife conductors of all my ations 
(aſwell in the times of peace,as in this of warre) have beene

By this time had Thur»s part of the Army, taken in all

ber , were 15000 Imperialifts, (both out of Bohemia and 


d Sileſia) met together at Limberg upon the North ſide of the 
ainein Bo- river Elb , ſome 25 Engliſh miles from the City Prage. A- 


gainſt theſe,advances eArnheim , November 28: very ſecretly 
and in the night, without ſound of Dramme or Trumper. 
Yet not ſo ſecretly neither , but that the Imperialiſts by their 
eſpials had notice of their approaching. Arzheim now with- 
in 2 cr 3 Eng4/h miles of Limburg , begins to put his men in- 
to order; and to give dire&tions for the affailing of the enemy 
(as hethought) in their Quarters. This whiles he was doing, 
the Alarme 1s brought home to him ; and word that the ene- 
my had already charged his Van, and diſorderedit. With that, 
might he perceive the Tmperialiſts in faire Bartag/ra ; and his 
owne men beginning to take the rowte at 1t. Perſiwading 
thereupon the Regiments next unto him, To remember the 
cauſe of religion and the publike liberty , which they came 
thither to fight for ; the military oath taken to their Lord 
the Duke of Saxony ; and their owne honours and former 
victories : hepreſently leads them on againſtthe Imperialiſts. 
Drawing his Sword withall , txpon thoſe which he met now 
fleeing, and vowing to let flye his Ordnance amonegſt them, 
unleſſe they return'd into the battell : he brought all in order 
againe, and altogether renewed the encounter. The fight was 
long; but the Imperialiſts having bronght no Ordnance with 
them, (their deſigne having beene onely to ſurpriſe 4raheim 
upon his march) and the Sao Ordnance doing mich ſpoyle 
npon them on the other fide : they were faine to retreate jn 
much diſorder towards Leburg. Many of them were cut 
downe by the purſuing Saxons; andthe moſt of their Regi- 
ments routed, 

Aruheim ſammoning Limburg upon faire termes, and be- 
ing refuſed; ſhootes Graradves , and Fire-workes into the 
Towne : whereupon the Imperalitts perceiving all like to 
be burnt downe, quit the City, and burne the bridge behind 
them, for feare of being purſued, But the Saxons finding a 


convenient 
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convenient foord or paſſage neere-hand over the River, Put - 
ſuc them on that ſide alſo. Some 6000 or 7000 men, were 
faid to be flaine in this battaile : whereof there might per- 
chance belittle more then halfe ſo many. Diepenbach was at 
firſt reported to be kild alſo : but he ſaved himſelfe by Right, 
and recovered with Go?/+ into Sileſia; Don Balthaſar eſcaped 
mto Buawerſs,on the other ſide of the Country. 

The Dake of Saxony himſelfe about Prage in the meane | 
time, hath the Towne of etnich upon the Elh, to the One rownes | 
North of Prage : and the Townes of the Countyes of Pod- _ 
berder and Multaw, to the South of Prage, d:livered over 
unto him. W hileſt Ar-heim is comming backs againe, thoſe 
of the Army with the Dake, with ſome of Tharxs forces : 
make Weſtward towards Egra : there to prevent the Til 
ans. Some few correſpondents and well-wiſhers to his 
canſe, the Duke then had within the City : the reſt generally 
being Poph, Vpon confidence of whom, he preſented about 
900 Horſe and Foote (one withanother ) before their City 
upon the Gallowes hill, on Satterday, December 34, old ſtile, 

The Magiſtrates perceiving this, firſt cauſe the Alarme to be 
ſtrucke up, and commanded every man,that was able to beare 
Armes,, to repaire unto their guards - but a very few there 
were, that would makea multer of themſelves. The Magi- £9/4raken- 
ſtrates calling their Common-Councell together into the 
Statchonſe, to conſult either npon the meanes of reſiſtance, 
or Compoſition : might have better ſaved the Towne, by 
putting to their helping hands, then by laying their heads 
together. For whileſt they are there conſulting ; one of 
the Saxons correſpondents by diſcharging of a warning peece, 
both calls thoſe without , to preſſe upon the bridge-Port ; 
and his fellow-Combyners within, to breake open the ſaid 
Gate for them. The Saxons marching immediately up to the 
market place ; there make a priſon, of what Maſter {ayer 
and his brethren had made a Parliament-houſe: locking them 
all in, and ſetting a guard upon them, The fouldiors pre- 
ſently fall to plunder the wry or ſtreete and houſes of the 
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Tewes:and thoſe ranker and more praQticall Papiſts,whom they 
pleaſed to miſtake for ewes, For the Proreſtazrs and their 
Correſpondents ſake, they forbare the reſt of the Citrizens : 
and were content to accept of ſich Billet and Quarterings, 
as the ſtill pinfolded Magiſtrates (more for feare then love) 


were forced to aſſigne them. Two dayes after, the Cittjzens 


take oath to the Duke of Saxony : that they would and 
firmely to the Eleftor, the C aſe, and the P roteſtant Religion, 
About this City, were ſome $000 Saxons for a while kepr ; 
untill they ſaw whereabouts the Ti/ians would ſettle : who 
hearingafter a while, how Diepenbach was defeated ; betake 
themſelves intotheir winter garriſons, Tiles ſelfe returning 
unto Nord/ingen, ; 

The Count of Thxrn now went to beſiege Brdweiſs ; a 
good ſtrong City upon the very Southermoſt frontiers of th 
Kingdome, ſixty Engl;p miles from Prage. Hither was Dor 
Balthaſar retired: and this place,he with twenty two Enfignes 


The Count of qqaintained. But the Count of Thur fell fickenot long af- 


ter; and the fiege came tonothing. Whileſt the Duke, and 
Arnheim and. Thurn, were abroad with the Armyes ; the 
Auſtrian Baron Hoffksrck was left Gonernor of the Greater 
towne of Prage,and Philip Reinhard Count of Solwms of the 
Leſſer, The Imperiall Horſe ( and the Crabars eſpecially) 
made divers excurſions about the Country ; yea eyen neere 
unto Prage it ſelfe,in the abſence of the armyes. For theDuke 


; * of Saxony was now preparing to goe keepe his Chriſtmas 


at home : where at Dreſden he arrived, December 16, and 

his Felt-Marſhall Ar»hem with him. OT 
December 13, ( old ſtile ) divers troop2s of Crabats 

made a ſhow of themſelves before the Yeiſſemberger gate 


of the greater Towne of Prage : hoping of ſome Corre- 
{pondentsÞr mules within, who might helpe them to re- 
prize it. The Baron of Hoffkirck diſcharging three  peeces of 


Ordnance hereupon (which is the ſtgne for the ſouldiours to 
take the Alarme) and ſending out ſome troopes of Horſe 


againſt them ; drave them to the retreate. The next day, 
(being 


. 
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(being Chriſhmas Eveat Prage, according to the New ſtile) 
the Imperialiſts came on with greater forces : the Crabats 
lighthorſebeing backed with x 000 Muskettiers, and flanked 
with as many Dragooners. The Saxons well aware of thei! 
comming , had firſt dreſt anambuſh of Muskettiers in alow- 
er place of covert forthem ; and then ſent out two troopes 
of eArnheims owne guards and ſome others, to entertaine 
them. Theſe feigning to flee, draw on the Imperialiſts into 
the ambuſh, where a many of them were entrapped by this 
ſtale ſtratageme.
